ENGLAND WANTS 
RANCE AS ALLY 


So Official of British Foreign 
Office Declares, 


At the Same Time Strong Denial Is 
Made of Charge That England 
Is To Involve France in 
War with Ger- 
many. 


London, July 24.—From a high official 
of the foreign office today an interesting 
statement was obtained regarding the 
relations of Great Britain, France and 
Germany. Beginning with a declaration

€hief Jennings Instructed Captain 
Joiner of the day watch to notify his 
men that the laws were not being enforc- 
ed and to watch for all violations, and 
warn the guilty ones that warrants 
‘would be sworn out against them if the 
practice were not discontinued. 

Accordingly, jast Sunday morning at 8 


o'clock, when his watch went on duty, 
Captain Joiner obeyed the orders and 
had the patrolmen notify the yardmas- 
ters and the train crews that all viola- 
tions of the law wovld. result in prose- 
cutions. The warning had the desired ef- 
fect and as a result, there was |ittle mov- 
ing of switching and freight trains !ast 
Sunday. 

The law, as it stands, prohibits all 
switching of freight trains on Sunday, »e- 
sides those containing perishable goods 
of live stock. The law does not apply *o 
passenger trains. 

Captain Moon heard of the order tssued 
to Captain Joiner, and he, in turn, in- 
structed his watch, the evening watch, 
which goes on duty at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, to enforce the law to the let- 
ter. 

George Adair, the well known real °s- 
tate man, whose home is on Peters 
street, in West End, it is understood, is 
at the head of the movement of the Wesi 
‘End citizens to have the state regulations 
enforced. His attorney, Benjamin Con- 
yers, made the complaint to the chief on 
behalf of the West End residents.

From providing for the gastronom'e 
welfare of the women it was only a step 
to care for their health in other direc- 
tions. It was found that the ordinary 
benches upon which women sat while +t 
work were conducive to stooped sh >uld- 
ers, cramped lungs tnd general fat'gue. 
In thelr place comfortable high ba>ked 
chairs, with foot rests, were put in piace 
in the bindery, and other departments 
where the women work. 

To provide further for the physical com- 
fort of the women, rest rooms have oeea 
installed with all the departments where 
girls are employed. These rooms are 
furnished with cots, easy chairs, baths, 
lavatory and a medicine chest. Any girl 
who becomes ill or indisposed while at 
work has the privilege of retiring to these 
rooms. Two nurses make daily rounds
